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Aning receined this letter fol. 

lowing ont of Barbary, from 

an honeſt Engliſh Merchant, 

who hath long time ſoiourned 

there, very religious, wiſe and 

aiſcreet, 'and (o knowne among 

the Merchants : with whom 

alſo my ſelfe connerſed many 

woneths, during my abode in that comnrie; and 

thereafter ſhewing it af a matter of newes to ſore 

friends, I'was at length importuned to make it com- 

mon, in reſpec of the noueltie : eſt natura hominis 

nouitatis auida ; and (as the Pronerbe ts) Africa 

ſemper aliquid apportat noui. Therebytoſatrsfie 

if not all (nhich) was wont to be the Poets taike : 
Populo vt placerent quas fecitſet fabulas;) yet 

at leaſt wiſe thoſe, who hane nought ele todoe, (like 

thoſe Athenians in the As) butcither totell or A&.17.21. 
heare ſome newes: Howbeir, T hope, it may ſerne 

to ſome good wſe alſo for vs Chriſtians of theſe laſt 

daics, vpon whom the ends of the world arc Forty yeeres 
COME : to ſee how buſily the dinelt afteth hu laſt ( a - = 
part, now mnthiy laſt age of the world, ardplayeth his hop wy "I 
prize, for that he knoweth he kath but a ſhort time, pher ot his ) 
forite yeeres by his owne calculation, pronouncmg ane the Chriſt 
before hand his owne condemnation, For the Lord muſt come to 
hath ſo done his maruelious workes that they _ vewaering 
ought to be had in remembrance: Anaſo onght 
the diuels workes too, though in another kind, and a \.

Latere (a I may ſay) for be is the Ape and imitator 
of God (rrangforming Fimfelte into an Angell of 
light) nerher canke doc any thing of limſelfe, but by 
Gods permiſſion, as be hath power, romifſion,and as- 
thoritie from him, And therein alſo many times he 


plaierh the Mountibank, ovrrnding for true and 
cffeRuall workings. (as rhe Apoſtle tearmeth 


thers) mnany faiſe ana feigned delafions. And whether 
true or falſe, hes end ts flill to deceine, and went bis 
lying Arts,dottrines of ainels, and therefore in ſcri- 
irc worthily filed the father of lies : and his rut - 
racles, which he worketh for confirmation thereof, 
lying wonders, And by theſe hrs ſleightie conneian= 
ces, ſometimes nizaing heere, ſometimes there, hath 
this ſubtle ſerpent gon about from tim to time, com 


: paſſing the earth, teo and fro, and walking init to de- 


ceine the world. And wot onely the world ( [| meane 
the children of aiſobedience and miſbeleefe) but 
if it were poſſible cucn the verpeleft, And ſuch 


muſt bee ( or rather ts) the comming of Antichriſt 


#n thu laſt age of the world, whereof we hane beene 
ſo long ſince forewarned : (little children it isthe 


laſteime, &c.) Whoſe comming ( as the Apoſtle 
aeſcrabet bit ) is by the cfteRuall working of Sa- 

than, with all power and lignes and lying won- 
ders, &c. And therefore God ſhall ſend them 
firong dclulions that they ſhould belecuelics: 
that all they might be damned which belecuc 
not the truth, &e. O the miſerable eftatc of all miſ- 
beleeners, whom the dinell hath this blinded to their 
vtter condemnation, which ſleepeth not. And 


ſuch « the ſlate and condition of theſe miſerable 
Aloores giuen ower,beyond mea(ure, to theſe idle and 


ſupcrſlitious vanities (/o Dauid calleth them) 1

hate all them that hold of ſuperſtitious yani- 
tics) blind propheſies,dreames necromancie,and ſuch 
like, wherein theſe Saints profeſſe themſelues, and 
held the people in ſuch awe for feare of their curſes, 
which many times fall out accordingly: (the dinel! 
working together ) as if they were Popes, ſuch #5 
their ſoneraignetie. As by this example yee may 
ſee, one of theſe fanatical Saints naw become a 
King. Scilicet his Babylon dextris: even by theſe 
and ſuch like Arts, aid that ſpirituall Babylon, at 
the flrſ# that great Whore ſpoken of in the Reme- Reue.x » x. 
lation, that man of ſinne, the ſonne of perdi- 2.Thel, 2.3. 
tion, now ſitting as God inthe Temple of God, 
and ſhewing himlſelfe that he is God) vader the 
like pretence come to the height of his ſupremacze, 
not onely making himſelfe a King, but inſulting 
eneuoxer Kings and Emperors : not caring (as the 
Pronerb ts ) neither for King nor Keiſcr,bur exal- 
ting himſelfe againſt God, and all that is called 
God: that is to (ay, Kings and Princes,Be wile now 
therfore ye Kings, whether Chriſtian or Heathen, 
thewſe ts general to all, beware of theſe Saints for 
all their hypecriticall ſhewe of Holineſſe. Saints 
im profeſſion, but Dinels in praftiſe. His Holi- 
nelle catexochen ; even that holy one of Rome, 
(for ſo the word Saint ſignifieth : a Holy one) 
nam (i hic mali c{t quidquam (7 ſay no more) 
they are capitall enemies to the thrones of Kings, In- 
lance this Saint who (forſooth) vader a colour of 
Holineſſe, and ſimplicitie, armid with moſt ſtrong 
deluſions, exen from the Dinell himſelfe ; yee ſee 
what wonders he hath wrought againſt Mulley Si- 
dan,yea and what greater he promiſeth : operz 


pretium'eſt audire, But when that bridge appeareth 
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An advertiſement,&c. 


in the month of the Straights, as he propheſieth, an4 
he with all his tronpes arrine in the Popes Domini- 
ons (the Pope and hem the Liſts together ) they wz2 
ſhall ſee whether aimell is the ſtronger. The Lord pre- 
ſerne his people from their diuell/h deluſions. 
And ſo after this long Preface (too long I muſt 
needes confeſſe for ſo ſhort a diſcourſe, but that [ 
could not well cut it ſhorter) [refſerre it to the ccn- 
fare of the wiſe to make v/e of : beeing the chicfe and 
maine motive, with the aduiſe and approbation of 
ſome godly Perſons, Preachers and others, why 1 
hane publiſhed it. Which (if I finde acceptable) [ 
may (perbaps) be encourared to reui/e ſome papers 
of my owne, all this while throwne aſide, as tonching 
the affaires and ſtate of that country, falling within 
the compaſſe of my daily obſeruation, during that my 
mploywent : with other accounts of my time not al= 

 Pogether iatie ſpent there, haning now bu! too good a 
leaſure (ſince the loſſe of ſo hopefll a Maifter ) for 
ſuch a purpoſe, God ſend vs an other comforter. And 
ſo once more farewell gentle Reader.

The other no ordnance, and a 
few peccemen : his chiefelt force Larbies of 
Sahara, a place diſtant hence twentie daics iour- 
ney. 

Sa Theſe armed with Launces, demy Launces

areaking and * Azagies, and many * Larbies that came 
of datts. in to him, by the way as he came, ſome he 
* Larbies are forced, ſome voluntaric. And at the day of 
the ev, Dattaile his people began to be diſmaicd, per- 
Legia m_ cciuing 44#4:y $:1an, was very ſtrong. But he 
Brebers thoſe encouraged them, ſaying, as they had found 
that inbabite that come to palſe which formerly he told 
the moun- them, ſonow they ſhould [ce the like, and bid 
wag them not feare his ordnance, for onely three 

peeces ſhould goe off, and doe no harme:; 
the re(t ſhould take fire, but not thoete a bullet, 
and he would be formoſt, and gocin the face 
of the ordnance, and finding his words truc, 
then at his commaund to fall ypon his cnc- 
mies. 
So having ſatisfied his people with theſe 
perſwalions, ſent ſpies to know where Adulley 
Sydans ordnance lay, and ſo came right before 
it, with all his troopes. And comming within 
_ at Muly Sydans commaund, they 
gauc fire, hauing both Moores and Chriſtians 
that knew how to mannage his ordnance. 

So three peeccs went off, and did no hure. 
But the bullets heard ling in the ayre a great 
height, and the reſt of the ordnance teoke 
fire, and burnt out the powder, but ſhot no 
bullet that remained in, ſo comming nearer, 
the Musketiers plaicd vpon them, with _ 

thou-

thouſand ſhot,yet hurt no man. 

So then they came on, and Anltey Sidans 
people gaue way and fled. They purſued them, 
and flue Atnley Abaela ben Hammet, Alkaide 
Hammet, Benzcbcere, and many moe Alkaides, 
and betweene foure and five thouſand people. 
So put his people into Marocus, and lay him- 
ſclfe in the field. 

He hath not entered into Marocvs, neither 
purpoſeth till he hauc deſtroyed his enemies, 
and put peace in his country. So Mubey Sidan 
flcd and came downe to Saphia, with his * Hac- * Hackam is 
ham, Abacla Kather, Abdela Sadecke, and the a chicte offi- 
Iew Bemnaſh, anda few others (beſides his mo- cer ina Citie, 
ther and women, and luggedge) here made 
account to gather a head againe, and togiuea 
new battaile, But in vaine the Larbies madea 
faire ſhew and came in to him, and reccived 
ſome meny, cloth, and linnens from him, 
and ſo would hauec betrayed him, 

Whercupon he having ſome of his brother 
Anllcy Sheckhs children with him, (to make 
friercſhip with his brother) ſent him his chil- 
dicn, and wrote to him very kindly, So be- 
eweene them I account is peace. So flaied heere 
ſo long as he durſt : forthat Cullcy Cm Hom- 
met purſued him. Whereby he was forced to 
fraighta ſhip of Marcelleis heere in port, with a 
French Ambatlador, who came to him vpon 
buſines out of France, ard a Ficming that was 
in the roade : and tooke his Treaſure and lug- 
gage, ſome Women and Children, ſome Al- 
caides and Seruants, and Ferweſh and his fol- 


lowers, and went for Santa Cruz ard there 
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Landed in Sus : and from thence to Tarra- 


dante, and there {ice remained, what force 
he hath, or of his proceedings, we here know 
not rhe certaint:e. 

Soine fewe daics after his departure, came 


- our new King into tiacle parts, halfe a daies 


journey from Saphia, and all the Larbics came 
in to him and ſubmitted themliclues, and he 
recciueth all into fauvr,pardoning what paſſed: 
For he faich, he comes to make pcace, and is 
ſent from God, becauſe of rhe cuill goucrn- 
meat of Alley Hammetslonnes the * Xeriffcs ; 


and to tablith their Prophets religion, that 


was decaied, and to fight againſt the Chriſti. 
ans, and recouer thoſe parts of ChriſtenJome 
the king of Spaine holds from them : as Gra- 
nads, Andaluzia, &c. and tcls his people they 
ſhall yet (ee great wonders come to patle, where 
they ſhall acknowledge he is ſent of God, he 
promiſcth them Spaine, lealy and France : and 
having put peace in theſe countries, there 
muſt now appcare- a Bridge in the mouth of 
the ſtraights, which hath beene in. former 
time, (andfo recorded in their writings) and 
ſunke in the ſca, Now in his time itmult ap- 
pearc to carrie over the Moores : and hauing 
gained theſe countries, he muſt raigne fortie 
yeeres, and then muſt come Chriſt, whom 
they call $14; Nicer + and he muſt ſurrender 
all co him, for he muſt judge the world, and 
then all muſt end. | 

But for England, Flarders, or other parts 
they haue not to doe, they will hauc friendſhip 
with vs, and delire trade and traffique with vs,

in love and friendſhip, and would have his 
myracles and a&ts made knowne abroade the 

world: [ was in his * Almaballa at firſt foure * Or Camp, 
daics, and ſpake with him, and faw his beha- 

uiour, and found him very huiwble and cur- 

teous, with many 200d ſpeeches; and pittying 

the iniuries all the Chriſtians haue by che ill 
gouernment of his Predecetlors, or V{urpers 

as he counted them.

if they yeelded not to fuch conditions, his 
ſword ſhould force them 3: he came amonglt 
them asa gueſt, and was to be entertained by 
them, and not to giue them to gaine their fa- 
uour. By which ſpeeches, myracles paſt, and 
policie, he hath made them all tremble; ſo he 
puts all to ſilence: Some content themiclues, 
of the greate(t in former time, to heare and 
ſce, ſhew obedience and ſay nothing : others 
change with the time, and haue great imploy- 
ments, and profcile loyaltic to bim, and rc- 
nounce their old Maifler , what the cucnt may 
be I know not: for, we have learned, the hearts 
of Kings are m the hands of the Lord, he 1uruath 
them as riners of waters whith nay hepleaſecth. 

But having beenc in his Alwahalla, ſccing 
the manner of it, his plainnefiſe and policic, 
mixtwith a ſhew of mercy, and kind of Sain- 
tiſh goucrnment, I feere me it will come to 
palle, according to the Fable in Aeſop, when 
the Frogs delircd a King, ablocke was throwne 
downe into the watcr, which daſh ar the firſt 
made them fcare him, but lying ſtill chey grew 
familiar, and ſunned themſclues vpon him, 
and grew in diſlike ;{o had the Storke : Butit 
were to be wiſhed they would now content 
themſclues, when peace and iuſticcis offered. 
If he doe continue, it is like tobe with trou- 
ble and blood-ſhed ; for alreadic the people 
begin to difobcy, and the Shabenitcs, A/wliey 
Stdans * Caſt, arc got tothe Mountainesncare 
Marocus, and haue procured ſome of thoſe 
* Brebers (as we tcarme them) to ioyne with 
them ; and one Afulley Om Hammet Bolaſſon

and theſe haue robbed tothe gates of Marocus; 
whereupon this King ſent forces to expell 
them, but found them ſo ſtrong, that they 
durſt not meddle with them: whercupon was 
forced to rehale his Almahalla ſome fifteene 
daics lincc, and is gone towards the Moun- 
taines, where at this preſent he'is ncere Frugo : 
and what hath patled lince we know not, one- 
ly expect eucry howre to heare ſome good 
newes that he may preuaile , but here it is 
greatly feared, becauſe many of his owne 
people be departed from him : and thoſe 
Larbics he carried a long with him out of 
theſe parts, run away and returned, fo if he 
loſe, the other be the friends of Mulley S5- 
dan, and he is expected againe : But the be- 
ginaing and riting of this King and his pro- 
ccedings are very (trange, He is a great ſaint 
and learned in the lawe, and was ſought vnto 
by many the principalleſ} of the Land for his 
bleſſings, and fauour, according to their ſu- 
perſticion ; he fandes it in ancient bookes writ 
of him by way of prophecie, that ſuch a man 
of that place named Meſſi (whence he is) by 
name Mulley Om Hamet ben Abdela, ſhould be 
ſent at thistime, to put peace in the country, 
and to reuiue their law, and put out the race 
of Mulley Sidan, and name of Xcriffes : and fo 
to raigne fortic ycercs till Chriſt come to 
judgement : his beginning muſt be, he muſt 
ftrike vp adrum he ſhould finde in that Zowie 
at Miſſa, and then ſhould repaire ynto him 
pcoplc, to make him king. The manner of 
his proceedings, and what encounters he

ſhould hauc,and what he found written, all the 
Talbics and learned men now doc conftelle to 
fGndethe ſame written in their bookes., At his 
beginning he put forth onely one 1e27 and a bite 
chen : fo reforted to him the Shorkiecs, 2 fain- 
tiſh pecplec.in their lawe, but ort:<iwile in behas 


__uiour-very Sauages. Thelc with-vut pay Came 
 tohim,tothe number of a hundred and fifric, 


or two hundred at molt; and with their he!pe he 
brake Alhadge Lemicre,and his forces;4cruants

more thena man : For they ſay he is their Fa- 


tamie, that is, a Sauiour. Next, in comming 
to*'Morocus, diucrs great Saints and Sheckcs 
reſorted together, and would goec to vilite 
him, that they might ſce what he was, and 
ynderftahd whether that which patled was true 
or not. So comming, after (alutations, hetold 
them they came to enquire and ſee what newes, 
and what wondcrs he did, and fo meant to de- 
pare. 
Now therefore, being men of account and 
Talbies he would ſatisfe chem, that they might 
latisfic others. So appoirted them a time ta 
come againe, and to bring ſuch bookes, he 
nominated, withthem ; fo they did: Then he 
willed chem to turne to ſuch places, and reade 
what they found written of him ſo they did. 
To wit, both his name, his beginning, 'and 
courſe he was to take, and withall found writ- 
ten feauen ſpecial] markes, or fignes, he 
mult haue vpon his body, a wart abouec his 
right eye, a blacke tooth before, a bunch of 
hayre growing betweene his ſhoulders, a ſigne 
ef a ring in the palme of his right hand, the 
figne' of 4 ſpurte vpon the outfide of his right 
legge; thereſtT remember not. 

+ But theſeandthe reſt he ſhewed them, which 
ſeeing they did honor him,and ſwere to him to 
ſerue him 'and' to liuc and dic with him, orin

; Next, comming to « place named Dets, in 
the mountaines very ſtrong, where much peo- 
ple” were gathered together againſt him, fo 
char forme? of his owne people began to faint

and be afraide : he bad them feare nothing, 
for that before to merrow they ſhould ſee 
there was Wore with him then againſt him: 
ſo that night, he commanded to take vp his 
Almahalla and march towards that place Dets: 


| fo they did, and all night long to the thine 


king of all his people, there marched another 
Almahalla greatcr then theirs, and went be- 
fore them : and comming to the place Dets 
vaniſhed. away, and at fight of it his enemics 
fled, left the place and goods, all tothe fpoile, 
ſocomming thither, had the ſpoile of all with- 
out fighting. This our country man M. W. 
afirmeth, with divers others, vpon ſolemne 
oth to haue ſcene, Athis being in theſe parts, 
my (clfe with others went to welcome him » 
heentertained vs very kindly, and told vs he 
would ſhew the Engliſh what fauour he could, 
and permit them free trade, willing vs to take 
knowledgethat he was ſent by Gods appoynt- 
ment to reſceue the oppreſſed, as well Moores 
and ſtrangers, as Chriſhans, and all ſorts, and 
what we had ſcene and heard to aduertiſe, ſay- 
ing we ſhould ſee yet more ſtrange matters 
come to paſle,thcn what had paſſed. His mea- 
ningas we gatheris, theconquering of Spaine, 
France and Italy; with which opinion he po 
ſciſeth the fooliſh and credulous Moeres. Now 
heuing beene tedious to trouble you with ſuch 
newes as the time affoords (not all, but part as 
it.comey into my memorie) I pray you take it 
in good part: the cenſure hereof I leaue to 
your, wiledome and conſideration. For my 
owne part, I am pcer{waded, . they be. deluſions

tcd by the Lord, to {:duce them to further

But forall this,and the trou- 
bles Mules $idan hath had, itis thought he will 
be kingagaine, and that ia ſhorttime: ſtaying 
but for a new Moone to giuc battaile. This 
Saint or king, told his Shrokics which-came 
with him at fieſt, his comming was to take Ma- 
Zagant,' Sute and Tanger, not to fight againlt 
the Moores vnleſle they would relilt, and not 
let him take the Chriſtian townes. He ſaid a- 
gainc, that Iſley S:idar and his followers were 


Chriſtians, one who robbed all men without. 


reaſon, killedand {lyc many men vpon no oc- 
calions, but in his aogry minde. And withall 
ſaid he dranke winc, andeate oppium, there- 
fere ſaid it could not be but that he was an 
Pnſrony, which among(t them they hold to be 
an vniuſt, or vngodly man, asthey ſay we Chris 
ftiansarc. His Shrokigs cwo thouſand fiuc hun- 
dreth, almoſt all footmen, withno peeces, but 
halfc Lauiices: that was their weapons, barc- 
heade i men, Neuer in their liues they weare 
ſhert, or cloth to their backes, but an Alheike. 
Which 
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Which Shrokics hauc left this king, andare all 

gone for thcir country, This kings forces arc of 
Larbies, whicin are horſemen ; eucry day they 
fl:ze from bim more and more. As Alkaid Sade, 
whom you know Alkaid of this place, is come 
from him with ſixc hundreth horſe. So that 
very ſhortly ulley S1danisexpected to come 
heere againe. And thus with my commendati- 
onsto your good eclfc,and all our good friends; 
I commit you tothe Almighty.
